In the First Spring Mwting at Newmarket in isftft 
several rare tairses in Stevens’ stables were |io!son<*d 
byarseuie being ]»ut in the truugii at which tliey 
wVre watered. A w*ward of KIO gniiu^as was im- 
mmliateiy <»irere<l for the discovery of tin* offenders, 
who. Imwever. sius-eeded for that time in idndiiig 
I lie pursuit of justice; l*ut in ISll. emboldenml by 
ilieir succes'--, llH*y again per|ietrate<l a similar 
uffenei*. 

.if Ui«* m»niiiu*iKx*m«*iit of flie First Spring Meeting 
at Newmarket in 1K11 Sitauiard. Peruuette. ITm^ 
Ihuidy and Sir F. Staiidislt’s Fhigle colt <lie<l from 
arnenlc isdsiHiiiig. Tw<» otlier horses. Reveller and 
l!ale1)S. recoven*4l. This atHslons act <*rc*ated general 
iudigiiathm. and a reward of .oOO guineas was lin-

-it tlH* ensuing Candtridge -issixes lhiw*S4m was 
trieil for this 4»ffcnce, Mr. Smgeaiit S<*’il4>u Isdug the 
coimael f<»r the pntsec-utiim . The leamiMl S4*rgeant 
4 lwelt much on tin* enormity 4»f Dm* 4»ffeu4*e with 
wiiicli the pris«*iier stoisl 4*liarg4*d. He sakl tliis was 
iMit an 4)ffen4*e risMignizetl at (‘ommon law. bnt was 
f 4 Miude 4 l on the statute of the Ninth George I., O. 22. 
which was en.‘i4*te4i for tin* imnsise of piiniabiug 
iiersons lualickmsly wounding, maiming and kill- 
ing cattle. He was well aware that the mere 
killing woiikl iM#t siip|M»rt this imlietiumit without 
an ob>* 4 -t afta4*li4*4l to it. The statute ui»on whieh 
tills lndl4-tnient was fouii4l4*d dhl not s|H*e|fy fiirtlwr 
fhan unlawfully and maikdoiisly killing animals.

(4nineas. Deriiy ami St. Ti*^er. although the sub- 
stitute for tlie last-named event bore the title of 
the Sept4*inher Stakes.

FOUR FAMOUS EX-8ELLING PLATERS. 

\ tlioroiighlins] of which the highest Isipes have 
iMM'n cntertaiiu'il lives, perhaps, to evcntiiall.v win 
a lnimiK?ry race at a miiH»r mating, while another 
for which no valualile or prominent engagements 
are taken blossoms, maybe, into a racer of repute. 
A recent case Is that of Long Set, which was pur- 
chased for 500 guineas out of the Hainton Selling 
Plate at Lincoln in the autumn of 1910 by Soi 
J<»el, aud afterwards did him yeoman service and 
liecame one of the most popular horses of the day. 
A good one is alw’uys promptly recognized by the 
racing public, aud be rises particularly high In 
their g<MMl graces when he wins at a long price, as 
Long Set did the Cambridgeshire the following 
.year. That eas.v victory — though gained under the 
light impost of JK> tiouuds — eiisun*d him a great fol- 
lowing for the Lincolnshire Handicap of 1912. for 
which he was favorably weighted, and which he 
won with equal facility. Backers never left him 
after that, and were on his side w’heii he took the 
Newbury Spring Cup siil)sequeutl.v. as well as on 
the other occusknis of his ninuiiig. It is |>ossible. 
not to say probable, that l»ng Set w'uuld have 
re|»eated his Cambridgeshire success that year had 
he been allowed to run for it, notwithstanding his 
burden of i:i0 ix>unds. and it was to the great 
chagrin of bis trainer, Batbo — who had unbounded 
faith in the son of Kal>elais and Balle Perdue — that 
an eleveuth-hour decision was come to to entrust 
Mr. Joel’s fortunes to Maiden Erlegh instead. How 
that horse met with some sort of mishap in the 
race Is a matter of histo^, as are the performances 
of Long Set last year. Tliey need not be referred 
to ill detail, but it ma.v be mentioned that thougn 
he failed to win the Lincolnshire Handicap undi*r 
131 pounds, and the City and Suburban with a 
fKHind less, be showed fine form in some other 
events. notabl.v the Ro.val Hunt Cup. Here again 
Mr. Joel relied more on Maiden E)rlegh than on 
Long Set, but backers stuck to the latter desnlte 
bis 127 pounds aud bmse and rider came in for 
a great reception on passing the post. 

But the most illustrious of all ex-selling platers 
was Hampton. It is just forty years since, then a 
iwo-year-old, he made his first apiR^arance at the 
now defunct Oxford Meeting and won a Maiden 
Plate of 50 sovereigns. None w'ho saw him that 
day — and probably few people are now alive who 
did — could have imagined in him the.v w'ere looking 
upon a destined doer of big things and a sire-to-la^ 
of classic winners. He entered the selling division 
at Hampton in October, aud the South-Western 
Stakes he W’on there was followeil b.v his pur- 
chase for 200 guineas by James Nigbtingall. for 
W’hom he securetl a race of the same character at 
Brighton. He failed twice afterwards as a juvenile, 
but the following year gave a taste of his quality 
by a victory at Croydon, and then in the Great 
Metropolitan at Epsom. The staying qualities then 
showm — aud for which he W’as alw'ays remarkable — 
led to his running for the Ccsarewitch that year, 
but he had what in those days was considered the 
considerable impost of 100 pounds for a three-year- 
old, aud he was unplaced, the race falling to the 
lightly-weighted Duke of Parma. He did no 
lietter at Brighton subsequently, and in the winter 
of that vear he was put “over the sticks,’’ and 
ran second to that great horse, Cbandos, for the 
Grand National Hurdle Race at Croydon. Becoming 
afterwards the projierty of Mr. F. G. Hobson, he 
won the Gooilwood Stakes in 1876 and tried again 
for the Ccsarewitch, but it was Rosebery’s year, 
and with 124 pounds as a four-year-old Hampton 
was unplaced. At the close of flat-racing his at- 
tention was again turned to jumping, he showing 
his aptitude for the game by winning the Great 
Maiden Hurdle Race at Sandown in December. The 
policy of going for long-distance races with Hamp- 
ton was continued in 1877. and on the occasion 
of his first show( in the Northnmberland Plate) he 
fought out a great battle with Glendale, and won by 
a short head, thanks to bis Indomitable gameness. 
He then essayed to w’in the Goodwood Stakes a 
second time, but found 131 pounds too much for him. 
but the following day added the Cup to his list of 
victories. Failure attended him afterwards in the 
tlreat Ebor Handicap, but be was undefeated the 
rest of the year, and included the Doncaster Chip in 
the races be won. At the end of that season he 
was purchased by the late Lonl Ellesmere for 
7,200 guineas, aud ran in his colors in 1878. the* 
stakes going dow*n to him including the Epsom 
Gold Cup and four Queen’s Plates. Ckimmencing 
stud life after that year at Worslcy Hail at a fee 
of 30 guineas, he was not long in making his mark, 
and amongst his earliest hostages to fortune were 
Highland Chief, Rookery, and Ladislas. Other good 
performers subsequently credited to him were Be- 
linda. Duke of Richmond. Royal Hampton, and 
Somerton, and then came Reve d’Or. Ayrshire, 
Merry Hampton, Sheen, Cataract, Ga.v Hampton. 
Lord Lome, and Ladas, the latter Hampton’s best 
aud most celebrated son. In this connection it is 
unnecessary to refer to the brilliant doings of the 
horses enumerated; enough to say that many o? 
them left their mark on the racing of the day. 
and some were classic winners. Thus Reve d’Or 
won the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks in 1887. 
Ayrshire the Two Tlioiisand aud Derby in 1888, Mer- 
ry Hampton the Derby in 1897. and Ladas the 
Two Thousand and Derby in 1894. During bis six- 
teen years’ service at the stud Hamilton’s pro- 
geny won in stakes the big total of 232,&)5 pounds, 
and when be died at the end of 1897, at the age 
of twenty-five, be had dime enough for fame, aud 
left behind him a reputation for gumeness and 
qiialitv such as has never been approachinl b.v any 
other horse which was introduced to a turf career 
through the medium of a selling plate. 

Another horse which in his time achieved great 
popularity was V’ictor Wild, and he also was imr- 
chased out of a selling race. Beaten in an affair 
of that character when he first appeared in public, 
be was put into another at Portsmouth Park, and 
it was a lucky visit Mr. T. Wortou paid to that 
August meeting in 1892. when he picked np “Vic- 
tor” after his success for 3.30 guineas. He got his 
monc 3 ' back at the first time of asking, for he 
won the Midland Nursery Handicap of 500 sov- 
ereigns at Leicester, aud though not again winning 
that year, he w’as destined for greater things later. 
He had a g«XHl time in 1893. for he won six of the 
eleven races in whicli he took part, and they in- 
cUiditl useful items in the Ijclcestershlre September 
Handicap and tbe Hurst Park Club Cup (wortli 
iM»t far short of 1,000 sovereigns. Higher things 
were aimed at the following season, and the son 
of Albert Victor was a competitor for the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap and the City and Suburban, for 
lioth of which he finished fourth, and on the 
Carbolme he was responsible for tlie death of Arls«*. 
which he kicked so biidlv at tbe post that she had 
to be destroyed. His turn came in the Royal Hunt 
Cup. which he won as an outsider at 50 to 1. 
That tbe Ascot victory was not a fluke was shown 
by his winning the Hurst Park Club Summer 
Handicap the next time out, and by November he 
had risen sufficiently in tbe estimation of the 
handicappers to be awarded 133 pounds in a race at 
Leicester, which he failed to carry into the first 
tliree. 

The next season was one of comparatively little 
effort, and Mr. Worton’s horse only carried silk on 
thriM* <»ccasious. But the fii-st was a nieniorablc 
iuie. for he won the Kempton Park “Jubilee” in a 
field of gooii class, starting at the useful price of 
20 to 1. His enthusiastic owner never tlrtnl of 
telling all and sundry tliat Victor Wild was certain 
to win. and small backers espeeiall.y benefited, 
while not a few la.vers of odds were rather badl.V 
bit. Ill the Royal Hunt Cup Victor Wild put un 
a great, if not a winning, performance in running 
that good horse Clorane to a short head aud giving 
him nine imunds. and that he c-ould sprint he next 
showed in taking the Bretb.v Stakes at Newmarket 
when the s|>eedy Grig was beaten into third place. 
It was left for 18SI6 to put the seal <m his fame by 
a second victory in the “Jubilee,” this time carr.y- 
ing the substantial impost of 1^1.3 pounds. Ills form 
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had been so gowl. and so strong was his ba<>king 
that iu> ■*2t)’s” were forthcoming this tiin«» altoiil 
his chance, aiul Ills starting price was .» to l. to 
which it was hrought largely hy the supinirt ac- 
by the piihlle. who strongly rallieil round 
their favorite. A little Inck fav<*reil them. Im»w- 
ever. for Kikx>ck. well backeil and lightly weighted, 
would doubtless have won had he been better rid- 
den. But at Ascot he found the Cup course beyond 
his compass, and after an unsuccessful journey to 
France for the Prlx du Conseil Municipal, and run- 
ning unplaced for the Cambridgeshire won by Wink- 
field’s Pride, lie was sent to the stud. There he 
did not stav long, and came out racing again next 
year, when he had a third try for the “Jubilee” 
(fluishiug third w’ith l.‘{5 pounds) and a third for 
the Royal Hunt Cup. At Ascot he achievwl another 
great thing in conceding Knight of the Thistle no 
less than 35 |M>iiiids and rimning him to three-quar- 
ters of a length and after winning the tk>roiiatioii 
Chip (a liaiidieap) with 1.39 pounds up, he was 
once more retlreil to the stud, this tiim* at an en- 
hanced fee. His record showrs him as a game and 
honest tlioroiighbred. and it bore out very strongly 
the theory of “horses for courses,” for his great- 
est exploits were achievtsl at Kempton, Ascot, and 
If first Park. 

Coming at a later date than Victor Wild, another 
one-time selling plater to ultlmatel.v distinguish 
himself was Deap Swift, which did such good serv- 
ice for J. B. Joel, and it is a moot point whether 
the son of Childwick and Pasqiill was a greater 
favorite with the racing public than Mr. W<»rton’s 
horse. The memory of the old gelding will al- 
wa.vs be chiefly associated with the City and Suo- 
urban. in connection with which he holds a unique 
record. He lan for that popular handicap on no 
fewer than i.even occasions, and they were con- 
secutive, from ltM)4 to 1910, and was only un- 
piaciMl once — in 1JM)7. He was successful in 19W 
and 1908. second io 1904 and l!t09. and third in 
1905 and 1910. Dean Swift was early in the 

ranks of the “sellers,” and. In fact, as a two-year- 
old maiie his first public appearance in one at the 
Kempton Park Spring Meeting ot 1903. for which 
he was unplaced, but in his second, on the same 
ground a little later, he was successful, and as 
lie s<*ored easily his owner thought it worth while 
to retain him for 510 guineas. He was only riskeil 
in a similar event once afterwards, w’beii be w'as 
well baekeil but unplaced, ami ran unu‘e or less 
liruinineiitly during the rest of his juvenile career. 
One of his best iierformances was in getting secmid. 
under 126 iKamds. for the IdveriKiol Nursery, and 
he carrieil two piainds less into the same position 
afterwards for the Champion Nursery at Hurst 
I*ark. Thereafter w’as contimieil a long iM^riiNl of 
service, of which his annual appearance in the 
(’ity and Suburban was a conspicuous feature. 
Summarazing, he failed to earn a bracket as a 
three-year-old, fared no better at four years, 
won tw’ice at five (including the “City”), twice at 
six.^ four times at seven (the City and Suburban 
again, as w'ell as the Li erpool Summer Cupi. once 
at eight, when he easily accounted for the Corona- 
tion Cup at Epsom, had a blank at nine, and won 
one race at ten. This was the Chesterfield Cup at 
Goodwood, io whicli he carried 115 pounds and won 
by a short head from Decision, a four- year-old. 
which he wras meeting at even w’clglits. 'There was 
a scene of much enthusiasm w’hen the old gelding 
won and as he started at 6 to 1 and bowleil over 
the favorite, thos4^ who followeil his fortunes had 
a good race. This was Dean Swift’s last time of 
carrying colors, and it was a fitting close to an 
honest horse’s- care9*r, during which he served his 
owner and the public well. Though he was bv no 
means a good-looking tlioronghbred. the old adage, 
“handsome is that handsome does,” never applie<1 
more fittingly than in Ida case. lie has been 
sent to end his days far from the excitement 
of the race course in Mr. Joel’s paddocks at Child- 
wickbury. — London Sportsman. 

THE DRAIN ON BRITISH BLOODSTOCK. 

The serious feature of the* sales and one that 
ought to lie brought to the notice of the government 
is that so many yearling? have been liought to go 
to America. If the suspension of racing is main- 
tained throughout next season we shall very soon 
begin to suffer from serious depletion of oiir blood- 
stock, just as the Americans themsidves have done 
through their senseles** auti-i;acing craze. It is not 
as though the suspension of Joi*kev Cluii racing 
served an.y good end whatever, for the bastard siiort 
of “flapping” has lieen immensely promotisl as a 
direct result and government does not venture to 
interfere. In such circumstances I cannot imagine 
why the National Hunt Committee hesitates for a 
moment in carrying on their branch of sport. If 
ministers will not stop racing at Blaydon, is it not 
obvious that of their own motion thev will stop it 
nowhere, unless they can find catspaws to do the 
business for them? 

It does not take long to clear a country out of 
blooilstock when once the rot s**ts in. as has liecn 
proved in the case of the United States of America, 
and I sincerely trust we shall be .spared a similar 
trouble, though it is quite manifest that the pro<*ess 
of depletion has lieguii aud is likely to inereast* in 
vigor. Indeed, should there lie no encouraging 
pruuonneement before the December sales I foresee 
that a large number of the best mares will go to 
Amerlea, where the war has resulted in miieh money 
making, and oiir weakness is their oiiortiinit.v. It 
is indeed a scandal that the British thoroiighlinsl. 
which Is our one genuine monopoly, should lie thus 
handicapped b.v Mr. Kuiicinian, and so needlessly 
or worse than neisllcssly. for by Ids action .Mr. Rim- 
ciman has made hirasidf an official promotor of “flap- 
ping” and trotting, w'hich siiorts. if they can so be 
calleil. ilo no goml to tlie horse-breeiling industry 
Meanwhile in Russia, where the difficulty of “i-arry- 
iiig on” must lie infinitely greater than' it is here, 
there has lM*en no tireak in raeiiig. and I hear 
through Mr. Maiitas<*heff that the current racing 
.season is one of the liest the.v have ever had. Why' 
then, should our breislers be dls<‘ouragei] and ruine«i 
at the real instams^ of no one except the anti 
gamblers ? 

That is w’hat the trouble amounts to. and vet even 
tlie anti-gamblers liave done themselves aiid their 
cause sort of giwMl. for there is more gambling at 
Hustings such as Blaydon than there ever has lieen 
at a meeting under Jo<*key Club niI«‘S and the same 
may l>e said of tlie trotting mendings. Even m 
France, wrbere the diflimilties are vastly more serious 
than in England, energetic efforts are being made to 
n*sunie racing, it being well known that its con- 
tinueil suspension must lie disastrous to the nation 
Here w'e are confronteil with no such difficulties 
and are only in-tlicting delila^rate injury on ourselves 
and onr breed of horses bv stopping the time-hon- 
ored proc«‘ss nf proving them on race courses. I 
had a conversation with Mr. Patterson today, who 
full.v agreed that incalculable damage liad t^n 
done to Ameri(*an horse breeding by anti-gambling 
legislation. The purchases now being made in Eng- 
laml are for the purpose of making good the deflcTt 
that was thus created in the Stat**s, Quite soon 
we shall be in a similar position if things go on a ; 
thej’ are now lioing. It must lie rcineiiiben^d that 
all purchases made this w'eek b.v Mr. Patterson 
.Mr, rhiun. Mr. Joyner. Mr. Sievier, myself and 
probabl.v the British Blootlstoek Ageney and Mr. 
Ulareneo* Ilaile.v. were for abroaol. and altogether 
tills anxaints to a <‘onsideralde pro|»urtion of the ims- 
iness doiU‘.
